Rhyne also said the experts 
appointed to study the tapes 


had already prejudged the fact 
that

“They didn’t look for any­

Rhyne said. “They were given 
the job to prove it was her and 
they went out to do it. 
'“Nobody has ever been set up 
any m ore,” he said “ And then 
they turned the experts loose to 
prove it.”

emerged from testifying, said 
she told the grand jurors “ I’d 
come back a thousand times if 
they want m e to.” 
“ I have only one story to tell 
and I’ve told it a dozen tim es.... 
I’ve told only the truth all the 
way through and I will repeat it 
to everybody in the world,” she 
said.

of greater security of the West. 
They have stressed that the 
Arab-Israeli war has introduced 
new elem ents in conventional 
warfare which must be taken 
into account speedily in Allied 
defense thinking and prepara­ 
tions. This will require, in their 
assessm ent, important adapta­ 
tions in logistics, weaponry and 
not least in military intelligen­ 
ce. 
On 
all 
three 
scores 
the 
Middle 
East 
war 
produced 
surprises, 
not 
just 
for 
the 
parties im m ediately involved, 
but 
to 
experienced 
Western 
defense experts. 
Major Surprise 
The first m ajor surprise was 
the 
m isjudgem ent of 
Arab 
intentions to attack, of which 
both 
Israelis 
and 
American 
experts have been found guilty. 
The lesson to be drawn from 
this experience for the West is 
that greater safeguards must 
be devised against “misinter­ 
pretation” 
of 
Soviet 
bloc 
intentions in Europe to guard 
against surprise 
attack. 
The 
defense experts do not believe 
that the mere observation of 
military movements across the 
Iron Curtain line is an adequate 
safeguard, as was proved in. the 
October Middle East war. 
Secondly, the October war 
showed that intelligence vastly 
underestimated 
the size 
and 
scope of Soviet-supplied weap­ 
ons to their Arab clients. In 
Europe 
the 
North 
Atlantic 
Alliance^ 
(NATO) 
faces 
the 
problem of a recently stepped 
up Soviet arms buildup, official- 
,y denied by the Warsaw Pact. 


New Soviet Weapons. 
Allied sources reported that 
Russian 
tanks, 
for 
instance, 
have been replaced in Europe 
by more advanced types, but 
that the older types were not 
withdrawn as claimed and were 
quietly left behind to augment 
the armor, now estimated to be 
two to three: 
times 
that 
of 
NATO. 
Thirdly, the advent of new 
Soviet weapons of a defensive 
type 
and 
above 
all 
their 
effectiveness, such as anti-tank 
and 
SAM6 
anti-aircraft 
mis­ 
siles, took some of the most

Soviet ground and air de­ 
fenses will consequently have to 
be reckoned with more serious­ 
ly in Europe, he concluded, 
even though “on the whole” the 
West comes out wel. when, rival 
East-West weapons systems are 
compared. 


Defense experts said that the 
lessons learned from the Middle 
East war will be of significant 
importance not only for the re­ 
thinking 
of 
NATO 
defense 
needs, but should also bo an 
invaluable guide in the current 
talks on East-West force reduc­ 
tions in Europe.

Search Rubble For Dead 
In Tragic Sao Paulo Fire

SAO PAULO (UPI) — F ire­ 
men combed the gutted, but 
still smoldering upper floors of 
the 22-story Joelma skyscraper 
today in search of more victims 
of Friday’s fire that trapped 
hundreds of panicked workers. 
The death toll today stood at 
174 but fire department spokes­ 
men said it was likely that the 
firemen would find more bodies 
on the top floors of the new 
building 
which 
had 
no 
fire 
escapes. 


The 
city 
morgue 
said 
174 
bodies 
had 
been 
counted. 
Previously, the death toll had 
been 
set at 176 but morgue 
spokesmen explained that two 
persons 
who 
died 
elsewhere 
were counted as fire victims in 
the confusion. 
Most 
of 
the 
bodies 
were 
disfigured and the morgue said 
only 
98 
had 
so 
far 
been 
identified. 


Fire officials blamed a short 
■circuit in. an air conditioning 
unit, for touching off Friday’s 
devastating blaze, 
which, also 
left 
hundereds 
of 
persons 
seriously injured. 


Witnesses 
said 
at 
least 25 
persons plunged to their deaths, 
leaping 
from 
the 
roof 
in 
a 
frantic attempt to escape the 
intense heat. Flames from, the 
fire shot 150 feet in the air. 


“ Most of the victims were 
cooked,” said Fire Chief Jonas 
Flores Ribeiro Jr. “ At least 80 
per cent of the deaths were 
caused by panic.”

A crowd of 10,000 persons 
gathered in the streets below, 
watching stunned as the grim 
spectacle unfolded above them. 
Many wept and several said 
prayers begging for a miracle 
to save the office workers.

One frantic woman, totally 
blackened by the smoke, leaped

By HORTENSE MYERS 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
Senate Finance Committee meets 
Sunday evening for final deci­ 
sions on a House-passed supple­ 
mental budget whose final pass­ 
age will signal the end of the 
1974 Legislature. 
The committee has been re­ 
viewing the three budget bills 
passed by the House Jan. 24 but 
so far has taken no votes on 
what to take out or put in The 
two operating and construction 
budget bills, as passed by the 
House, call for $38 million in 
new expenditures as a supple­ 
ment to the $4.4 billion 1973-75 
budget, of which the largest 
item is $16 million lor newr and 
improved parks and recreation­ 
al facilities. 
Also under consideration is a 
third bill to transfer $15 million 
from a local road and street 
fund to complete interstate high­ 
way construction. 
While the Senate Finance and 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
m ittee m em bers are m eeting 
Sunday, the rest of the lawmak­ 
ers were at home for what may 
be the last weekend in which 
their district, residents can have 
much input into what remain­ 
ing bills should die or live. Se­ 
nate President Pro Tern Phillip 
E. Gutman and House Speak­ 
er K erm it O. Burrous have 
agreed on a tentative schedule 
under which the Legislature will 
be in session Monday through 
Thursday, then recess until Feb. 
12. The return on Feb. 12 mainly 
will be for consideration of 
compromises worked out by conf­ 
erence committees, and there is 
a good chance the final adjourn­ 
ment w ill come F'eb 13 or 14. 
Little Formal Act ion 
Little formal action took place 
in either the House or Senate 
Friday although there were sev­ 
eral developments pointing the 
way to likely future action 
Sen. Marlin McDaniel, R Rich­ 
mond, chairm an of the Senate 
Environment and Ecology Com­ 
m ittee, invited fellow senators 
to present “ any new evidence 
by proponents or opponents of 
Indiana’s phosphate ban since

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LENIENT JUSTICE 
One of the problems of crime statistics is that 
they are incomplete and therefore often 
misleading. It is seldom that a criminological study 
is undertaken in a way comparable to one recently 
done by a Washington, D.C., radio station (WMAL). 
WMAL researched and broadcast a twenty-seven 
part special series which included eight months of 
research concerning the treatment criminals get in 
District of Columbia courts. The title of the 
broadcast series was The Legend Of Lenient 
Justice. 
The radio station did not attempt to pre-judge nor 
to judge. It sought to com/pile data and to analyse it 
and to present it to the public. It used data stored in 
two computers, one system run by the U.S. 
Attorney’s office and another in Georgetown 
'University's 
Institute of Criminal 
'Law and 
Procedure. 
The crimes studied were the most serious ones, 
murder, rape, robbery, assault, and burglary. The 
time period involved spanned four months. 
Some of the finding are most interesting. 
Although they relate directly to crime in the 
nation's capital, they also relate to the general state 
of the criminal justice process anywhere in the 
United States. They are also interesting because 
they parallel thoughts which have appeared on this 
page many times, They seemingly prove some of 
the hypotheses of this writer over the years. 
In a nutshell, our system does not appear to be 
working very well. And it appears that ‘‘justice” is 
a word with little meaning in our modern, per­ 
missive. society. 
During the past ten years, crime in Washington, 
D C . has increased six hundred .per cent. This has 
occurred during a period in which police agencies 
m the city have mushroomed to more than 10,000 
uniformed officers. This gives the District the 
highest ratio of 'police to citizens in the United, 
States—seven per thousand. Yet, people are still 
afraid to leave their homes. 
The study showed that 1,500 persons were 
arrested for one of the five serious crimes 
enumerated above during the four month period. 
Police figures show some 7,500 such crimes 
committed during the same period. If we were to 
presume one crime to a felon (which is indeed, a 
tenuous assumption), this would indicate that only 
one out ol every five malefactors are being ap­ 
prehended. Actually, the figure would be higher 
because undoubtedly many of those arrested have 
committed more than one crime apiece. 
Yet. the apprehension rate is not as high as it 
>hould be. And we must consider that the police 
agencies involved, the D.C. Metropolitan Police, 
the i S Park Police, the Capitol Police, and the 
K.vccutive Protection Service, are among the finest 
law enforcement agencies in 'the world. We are 
disc ussing tour well-manned, well-equipped, well- 
paid. and well-trained units. We salute them all. 
Having qualified our presumption that only about 
twenty per cent of the felons were apprehended, we 
can go on. 
Of the 1,500 who were delivered into the criminal 
justice process, almost half—forty-eight per cent— 
were released without prosecution. This was 
because of witness and evidence problems. 
Improper arrest or invalid basis for arrest con­ 
stituted barely two per cent of those .released 
without prosecution. 
With 7,500 crimes committed, only 780 persons 
were brought before a Superior Court judge for 
initial appearance, the reading of formal charges, 
and a decision about bail. 
WMAL learned that, at this step, forty-nine per 
cent were released without posting any money. 
Personal recognizance was granted to thirty-eight 
per cent and eleven per cent were placed in third- 
party custody. Money bail was set for most of the 
other fifty-one per cent., 
Plea bargaining apparently flourishes in the 
District as in most other jurisdictions. Only about 
one-third of cases go to trial. 
Of the 1,500cases at the beginning, just over three 
hundred were still in the system when time for 
sentencing came around. Of these three hundred, 
fifty-one per cent were sentenced to prison. The 
other forty-nine per cent were placed on probation 
or other forms of non-prison sentence on the outside 
under supervision. 
Of the 7,500 murders, rapes, robberies, assaults, 
and burglaries, one hundred fifty-three persons 
went to prison. Is it any wonder that crime in­ 
creases and that even the best law enforcement 
departments are apparently powerless to prevent 
crime? When only one person out of every ten 
arrested goes to prison, the criminal life appears to 
be a safe and easy one. 
WMAL chose an excellent title for its series—The 
Legend Ot Lenient Justice. The only question in this 
writer’s mind is: is this truly justice? 
We have stressed and will continue to do so that 
more and surer punitive action is the 'best cure for 
the disease of crime. 
Until the murderer, the rapist, the robber, the 
assaulter, and the burglar, know that the chances of 
going to prison are far greater than the chances of 
escaping punishment, crime will continue to be an 
increasing problem . . no matter what we, as law 
enforcement officials, do or don’t do. 
Lenient means soft. Isn’t it time we quit being 
soil on criminals?
